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fer Circles > thediftmces of the Points of interfe&ion are the 
Tangents of the half and the whole Arch of the Meridhn fo in- 
terfered. But as to the Points of Inter fe&ion ^ which determine 
the Problem propofed, they may be found without the aid of the 
former way, from a Gnoonmiekm& Stenographic!: method of mea- 
foring and fetting off the fides and angles of Spherical Triangles 
in thofe Proje&ions, whieh is neceffary in what follows. 

$ . . If the Problem is to be perform'd by Mhct Geomttrj , as by 
a Circle arid either i Parabola, Hyperbola , oxEllipfis , the Cir- 
cle may be conceived to be the Su ^-contrary Se&ion or a Cons 
projected by the Eye at the S euth-f>oUfxi& any of the reft of the 
Ss&ions by the Eye at the Center of the Sphere. 

4. Ir by 1 ny of the Conick Sections however policed 5 the pro- 
jecting Plain may remain the fame, but the Eye muft be in 
fome other part of the Surface of the S jher^and not in the Axis,

And who hath promifed a Treatife of Algebraznd Angular Secli- 
o/?s, wherein the Reader need not doubt to meetwith fatisfa&ion 
in thefe Myfteries.Nor ought we to omit ;he mentioning of the 
Modeft and Learned Wit, 'Barrow , wbo< among many other ex- 
cell ;nt Sublets, and particularly his Opticks now, at the Prefs) 
hathperform'd,what thefamous Italian Geometer Mich. A. Rkci 
hath promif'd mExercitat. Geomttrica ( printed at Rome 1666. 
and lately reprinted here) about turn) es of feveral degrees, that 
lerve to determine and refolve all <-s£qnatiom "•• which hath like- 
wife been done by other Le3rn'd men of this Nation.
